Learftowortli, Kan., March 20.-Tbe 
Insurrection of the convict miners in the 
state penitentiary shaft at Lansing was 
brought to a dote at 11:30 o'clock last 
night, and the mutinous convicts were 
placed in taelr ceils as fast as they were 
brought to the surface. The imprisoned 
guards bare been released and are again 
above the surface. 


The 284 convicts in the coal mine 


mutinied Monday, seized the 15 guards, 
stopped work and took complete posses- 
*iou of t&e mine. 
The convicts held 


the guards as hostage* for tho enforce- 
ment of their demands for lighter work 
and better food. 
As many of the con- 


victs •were life-term murderers there 
was great fear for the safety of the 
guards. It appears, however, that no 
violence was olfeted, the convicts mere- 
ly going on strike. 
' Shortly after nightfall last night the 
warden and 
every available oflicei 


gathered around the mouth of the mine, 
each man Wearily armed. 
Hunger had 


begun to tell upon the mutinous con- 
victs, and they began to parley with 
the warden. 
They • sent word that 5. 


be would promise not to inflict punish 
ment for their action they would come 
up. To this the warden would not con- 
cent, sending down word that the sur- 
render must be unconditional, the ques- 
tion of punishment to be considered 
later. 


As night wore on it was decided to at- 


tempt a rescue of the guards, and also 
to overawe the convicts and force their 
surrender. 
Selecting 
his men, the 


warden, with seven or eight guards, 
heavily armed, entered the hoist and 
were speeding downward. 


When near the bottom of the pit a 


b*ary fusillade was opened, the shots 
being flrcd toward the top of the shaft. 
This took the convicts by surprise, and, 
thinking the shots were intended fot 
them, they hastily fled, leaving the 
guards, who were soon Joined by their 
comrades, after which they were sent to 
the top. 


The armed guards then started aftei 


tHe convicts, and soon had the ring- 
leaders under arrest, when the others 
gave in and surrendered. 
The work 


of taking them to the surface began, 
and this morning the convicts were 
again behind the bars of their cells. 


The first outbreak in the mine was 


started by the convicts in division No. 
8." Of the 19 men in this division, 16 
seised the guard and overpowered him 
and announced that they had decided to 
strike. 
They told the guard that thef 


bad decided to mine two, instead of 
three cars of coal as a day's work in the 
future, and that they proposed to have 
better food. 
< 


This guard was left in charge of two 


of the convicts in the mutiny, while tht 
others marched to the adjoining di- 
visions and called on the convicts ther« 
to join tho revolt. 
The convicts wer* 


aoon marching through the mine from 
one division to another, yelling and 
•winging their lamps and picks. 


Other desperate convicts fell Into the 


•pirlt, while the short-term men gen- ' 
crally offered no opposition to the inu- 
tineers and quietly joined them. 
, 
The officers, being unarmed, were 


jhelplesa.and the life of any one would 
pave been forfeited had be tried to 
[check the mad spirit of the canvicts.

ter Elizabeth $10,000, to be paid to his 
wife as trustee. 
When Elizabeth be- 


comes of age or marries, she is to receive 
any unexpended balance. 
If she dfes 


before receiving it such unused balance 
shall go to her mother. 
He lea\ es ?10,- 


000. to be invested by the Union Trust 
company and to accumulate until his 
grandson, Benjamin Harrison McKee, 
shall become of age, when he shall hare 
the principal and accumulated interest. 
The trustee is authorized, however, to 
use the interest in the support of the 
grandson, if necessary. 
If the grand- 


son dies before becoming of age, the 
fund shall become a part of the residu- 
ary estate.

Motive For Suicide 


SHOT HEBSELF AT BOSTON 


Wbwe She Hud Lived Since, She Shot 


Her Brother la Self-Defense — Had 
Uniuccettfully Trl«d to Polnou Her* 
self Two Weeks Ago 


Boston, March 20.— Mrs. Nora PauFine 


Phillips, the young widow whosfcbonie 
was in Leicester and who sought to end 
her life by shooting on Monday-in a 
lodging house on Clarendon street, in 
this eMCi died at the city hospital this 
morning, where she had been uudei 
medical care since her almost lifeless 
body was found in her room early Mou- 
day night 
She had not regained con 


sciouaness since she fired ihe s'upt into 
her head. 
'Last August the young woman, who is 
said to be the widow of Gilbert Phillips 
of Putnam, Conn., and the daughter ot 
Mr. and Mrs. Patrick J. McNamara of 
Leicester, Mass., came prominently be- 
fore the public through having shot and 
killed her brother, David McNamara, 
at her sister's home near Worcester. 


After the shooting she surrendered 


herself to the police, and at-the hearing 
it was shown that the shooting was done 
in self-defense, and she was1 discharged. 
Since that time she has been in Boston, 
residing at the Clarendon street house 
about six months. 
About two weeks 


ago she made au unsuccessful attempt 
to poison herself with arsenic. 


The motive for her act still remains 


unsolved, as she has been unable to 
converse, and no one that has yet bew. 
found is able to solve the mystery. 


An adjoining apartment in the Claren- 


don street house was occupied by n 
student at Boston university, who was 
an intimate friend of Mrs. Pttilllps. As 
his name was found to a note found in 
the latter's ream, it was thought that 
he might be able to throw some lighl 
upon the case. 
He states positively, 


however, that he knows nothing as to 
the woman's reason for her act. 
His 


relations toward Mrs. Phillips wer« 
simply as one fellow boarder to another, 
in a house where all were as members 
of a large family. He bad occasionally 
taken her to entertainments, but theii 
relations had been strictly proper.

HIGH CIRCLES ALARMED 


Riots at St. Petersburg Have Reached 


a Most Dangerous Stage 


St. Petersburg, March 20.—Alarm per- 


vades high circles here. 
The police 


have notified house owners to haye their 
dvorniks, or house police, report for 
duty, and hold themselves in constant 
readiness. 
A company r" Cossacks 


yesterday passed the ?" cow gate on 
tbe way to Tsarskoe-Selo, 17 miles south 
of St. Petersburg, to which place the 
czar has just remored. The police said 
they would escort the czar back to the 
winter palace, and that heJ would re- 
turn by carriage instead of by rail. It 
appears more probable, however, that 
the Cossacks were merely sent to 
Tsarskoe-Selo as a precaution, since tfie 
ozar is more easily protected there tLaa 
here. 


It is apparently confirmed that three 


students TV ere killed Monday. The Cog« 
sacks rode into the crowd's on the side- 
walk and many faces were cut open by 
their knotted whips. 
Students and 


workingmen threw rubber shoes, caaes 
and snowballs at the Gossacks." Kris 
reported that one Cossnck wa* killed. 
A thousand prisoners were taken, 
among them being 350 woriieu students. 
The presence of workingmen among the 
rioters rendered this demonstration 
more dangerous than any known in 
many years. 


Serious riots occurred here yesterday 


on the occasion of a solemn mass in-a 
cathedral for the repose of the .soul of 
M. Bogoliepoff, the minister of public 
instruction, who was shot and fatally 
wounded by Karpovicb. 
The police 


fired their revolvers, and it -was ru- 
mored that five students were killed 
acd SO others injured. 
Wholesale ar- 


rests, including nmny women, followed 
the rioting. 


All the high schools of the city are 


closed and ail the police headquarters 
are filled with arrested persons. Others 
in custody, who had been temporarily 
confined in tho military riding school, 
were taken to various prisons yesterday. 
They were cheered by the students aa 
they passed. 


A remarkable feature of the demon- 


strations has been the prominent part 
taken by women of the higher class of 
the university.

Spitniib Women. 


~ The Spanidh wo generally reputed to be 
a quick, hot tempered race, a people who 
on small provocation resort to deadly wea- 
pons to avenge a wrong or slight. The 
stiletto, a small dagger with a keenly 
pointed, slisr.der blade, ia a favorite with 
these people, partly because of its size and 
perhaps more because of its certainty, as 
its keen point and slender blade do not 
require much forca to make it effective 
These stilettos are made, in many style?, 
but the strangest to the American mind 
ia one made as a pair of scissors.

Even old lawyers do not always get 


cash fees, and the stories of queer fees 
that have bean paid to Milwaukee law- 
yers alone would fill a volume. 
Bur- 


glars' loot, farm produce, labor of all de- 
scriptions, almost everything imaginable, 
would appear on the list. 


The story of a fee told by one young 


lawyer is one of the kind where a lawyer 
does not like to have his name mentioned, 
but it probably wasn't his fault. A visit- 
or was in the bachelor's den of the young 
lawyer, when he noticed an engraved 
spoon banging by a ribbon among some 
photographs, as though it might be a 
relic of some eoatimental collegian's love 
affair. 


"That spooa is my fee for clearing a 


client one time," said the owner of the 
decoration. ."I bad that given to me aft- 
er I defended old Bill Bradley, the bur- 
glar. Bradley had been arrested charged 
with having robbed a house in the fash- 
ionable part «f the town, and among oth- 
er things it was charged that he had 
made away with a set of silverware. He 
sent for me and from the way he told his 
story I tkought he was right and bad not 
mixed up in the burglary. 


"Well, he told me he had no money, but 


said he would make it all right with me 
some day if I did get him out of his 
trouble, so I went in and worked hard, 
and finally cleared him. A few days aft- 
er he had thanked me and bad gone clear, 
without paying me, he drifted into my 
office and said he bad been trying to 
scrape up some money for me, bat 
couldn't. Then he reached in his pocket 
and gave me that spoon, one of the set I 
bad just acquitted him of stealing. If I 
took tke spe»n back, I would convict my- 
self o'f having defended a man I knew to 
be guHty, so I left it there where you can 
see it. I thiak something of it, too, espe- 
cially as old Bill was killed while steal- 
ing a ride toward Chicago a few days 
afterward." 


"When I was practicing up north,"

yer. 
"The rich landlord of the story 


book style wanted the store the old crip- 
pled umbrella man was using for a shop 
and started to force the old fellow out. 
I fixed him so that be was allowed to 
stay, and ever since that I have taken 
my rain shields to him for free mending. 
That was all the fee I received for that 
case too." 


"I had the secrets of my own lodge 


offered to me as payment for a service," 
said one attorney, who belongs t» several 
secret orders. "I' was sitting .in my of- 
fice one day when a well dressed woman 
came in and wanted .advice. Her hus- 
band, to whom she was but recently mar- 
tied, was a member of a secret society, 
" 'I think it's perfectly horrid of him, 


too,'. sh« said, 'to hare secrets and not 
to tell them to me. When he married me, 
he said be would share everything with 
me, and the first thing I ask almost be 
wotft do. Can't you make him?' 
"1 asked her to what lodge he belong- 


ed, and she told me the name of an or- 
der ef which I myself was a member. 
Then she went on: 
'"I tell you what, if yoft will make 


him tell them to me, I will tell them to 
you, to pay you for making him do whab 
I want. That's fair, isn't it? I should 
think you would like to know such, 
things; need them in your business, you 
know.'

> Our news dispatches yesterday told 
of the movement in Portugal looking 
.Jo the dissolving of the dual relations, 
and-, in England the question is raised 
from several sides. King Edward'ii 
oath on accetsicn proved offensive to 
the British members of the church of 
Rome, and since the accession the Irish 
parliamentary party baa made an is- 
sue of the matter, 
Leaders in the 


Catholic church in England, who have 
no political purpose to serve, have 
'raised strong objection to the oath 
which binds the king in solemn obliga- 
tion to discriminate as to creeds, and 
Jn this country the foremost defenders 
of religious liberty in several denomina- 
tions, have regarded the king's vow as 
unnecessary and unjust. It is admit- 
ted -that the 'oath is nothing more than 
a tradition, but since it is offensive 
and at the same time useless it is held 
it should be legislated out of existence. 


The duke of Newcastle is in New 


.York, as the representative of the 
"high" section of the church tof Eng- 
land. His avowed purpose is to culti- 
vate closer 
relations 
between the 


"high" church wings of Great Britain 
and the United States. As a means of 
doing this the "Church Kevlew" will 
be published Jointly, conducted by 
British and American ritualists "along 
Hues best calculated to cfement this 
section of the church in both coun- 
tries." And the duke is actually hoping 
for "disestablishment" in 
England. 


He wants the church and state separ- 
ated. His reason Is clear. The oppo- 
sition to ritualism is growing in Eng- 
land and the ritualists would have a

chance 
in a 
disestablished 


church than under the present regime 
with the officers of the church yielding 
to the popular demand.

Governors island, famous as tbe 


headquarters of the department of the 
east of the United States army, is soon 
to bo tbe scene of a great work, says 
the New York Telegram, which will 
eventually increase its importance as a 
military station to a remarkable de- 
gree and make it, besides, one of tbe 
most picturesque islands in the world. 
Now that the sundry civil service bill 
has become a law $260,000 is available 
for the vast undertaking, and actual 
work will be started without delay, 
perhaps in May.

buildings and remodeling tbe old ones, 
so that all will be architecturally In 
harmony with each other. 


All this will completely change the 


appearance of the island, which now 
comprises 60 acres, so that a person 
Bailing up tbe bay a few years from 
now after a long visit on foreign shores 
•will fall to recognize what is even now 
the most beautiful spot in the harbor, 
•world famed for its beauty.

of the new structures to be erected. 
These will be ornamental brick build 
ings, and they will stand along (he 
north shore of tbe island, where sever 
al old warehouses are now situated. 


Those of tbe old warehouses tbat cau 


je adapted will be remodeled and im 
proved, while others will be torn down 
According to the plans, each of the BCT\ 
buildings will cost about $40,000. When

ROW. 


fcuieoirlte Greed nnd the Bldlac I»- 


client at Ttea-Uln. 


The London Spectator, while strong- 


ly deprecating the bellicose teuor of 
Ube dispatches from special correspond- 
ents and the violent attacks on Russian 
duplicity, says: "Russia will have Man- 
churlfl. We all know that, and, as we 
know It, what is tho use of publicly 
taxing Count Lanisdorff, the Russian 
minister of foreign affairs, with indif- 
ference to the truth? We do not know 
that he is consciously deceiving us any 
more than we were consciously deceiv- 
ing Europe when we said we would 
evacuate Egypt. His being a trickster 
will not stop shirtings from being sold 
In Manchuria when once it-Is the poli- 
cy of Russia that they should be soU, 
and we can compel Russia to consider 
that such a sale would be to her inter- 
est. 
What we cannot do is to drive 


Russia by force out of Manchuria, and 
that Is what we are asked to do by al- 
most all the correspondents, nominally 
in the interests of trade, but really out 
of vague Jealousy lest there should be 
places in the world where Great Brit- 
ain is not first on the spot. 


"We might be able, for all we know, 


to conquer the world If we gave our- 
selves to it for a century and America 
did not object, but to conquer the 
world -and grow rich by commerce at 
one and the same time are beyond the 
reach of human power." 


The Weekly Dispatch, which foretold 


the negotiations for surrender between 
Commander In Chief Botha of the Boer 
army and Lord Kitchener, professes 
to give the real cause of the present 
hot dispute between the British and 
Russians over the railway siding at 
Tlen-tsln.

ANOTHER BRITISH WAR. 


Serion* Trouble With the Xatt-ren In 


British SomalHond. 


A British expedition of 500 men was 


sent a few we,ekl ago, inland from the 
east African coas.i to punish the Soma- 
lis. ^y,ho attnc^eil pn English post late 
last* year in the Sopiali territory and 
killed Mr. Jenner. 
Word has come 


that the Buitisb have met the Somalis, 
killed 150 of them and sustained severe 
losses themselves. Lieutenant Colonel 
Mattland was among the. killed. It is 
likely that tlie trouble will not be 
quickly settled, for the Somalis are a 
warlike raee.^sjiow raudb courage and 
intelligence In fighting and in numbers 
are vastly superior to any force the 
British could soon send against them. 


British SomalU^ind in east Africa ex- 


tends from near the Red sea far south 
into the equatorial regions. The .Tuba 
river flowing through'It may be as- 
cended from the Indian,ocean to the 
heart of the country. Nfne years ago 
Captain Duudas took the 'stern wheel 
steamer Kenia hs far up the river as 
the rapids above Bardera, 400 miles 
from the sea. He found' 3,000 Somalis 
at Bardera, and thousands of these 
people live along the Juba tilling the 
soil They dress in white cloth wound 
round the body and are handsome 
both in face and figure, being tall, mus- 
cular and active. 


A Great Feat In Pkotogrrmphy. 


An object that, attracted considerable 


attention' at the New York Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art recently was a 
camera about 4 feet wide and 5 feet 
high that stood all day in front of a 
painting In the Wolfe gallery. 


It required the united efforts; of three 


men to focus the instrument. 
The 


operator said that the plate used was 
the largest ever made and that if 
he should fail to give the proper ex- 
posure it would cost bis firm $28. 


The time required to get a good pho- 


tograph of the painting was three 
hours and a quarter. Three gallons of 
developer and four of hyposulphite of 
soda were used to fix the plate. 


When asked why so long an exposure 


was necessary, the operator eaid that 
to get a full detail and color value a 
yellow screen of glass, coated with 
gelatin dyed with picric acid was 
fixed In front of the lens. This screen 
changed the picture that 
passed 


through the objective to a yellow color 
and softened the high lights of the 
painting to sncb an extent that the 
dark shadows gave up their detail 
just as rapidly as the bright places. 
The plate was prepared with blue 
myrtle cblorophyl In the emulsion, 
and this decreased its regular sensi- 
tiveness at least 50 per cent. 


Only one painting was photographed 


during the day.

With Setr Device—Over 6. 
» Minate M»y Be Transmitted. 
Telegraph and cable operators and 


managers and stockholders of tele- 
graph and cable companies all over the 
world are awaiting; with great interest 
the advent of warm weather, when the 
work of laying the United States gov- 
ernment Alaskan cable will begin in 
earnest, says the Cleveland Plain Deal- 
er. This cable will be equipped with 
the sine wave system of telegraphy,, 
the invention of Captain G. O. Squire, 
a West Point man, and Mr. A. C. Cre- 
bore of Cleveland. 


The sine wave system of telegraphy 


promises to revolutionize the telegraph, 
and cable business of the world and 
to replace systems whicb have been in 
vogue since the first cables were laid 
and successfully operated from a com- 
mercial standpoint. 
The sine wave 


system utilizes an alternating current 
of electricity, supplied by a dynamo, 
but eliniimtet, ail hitches and jerks 
from tbe current in such a manner that 
science is unable to distinguish the 
electrical flow from that supplied by a 
battery. 


Tlxe alternating current ia resolved 


Into a steady, even flow of electricity 
by the use of the sine wave instru- 
ments, the positive and negative ele- 
ments of the current being eliminated . 
at a zero point, an accomplishment { 
that promises to stand as a fitting me- j 
morial to the work and investigations ] 
of the two inventors and a consumma- 
tion which- electricians had given up as 
hopeless. 
' 


The promoters of the new system 


are not pursuing an aggressive policy, 
being certain that as soon as the sine 
wave demonstrates its commercial 
practicability on the Alaskan cable all 
telegraph and cable companies in th«» 
world will be glad to get a chance to 
bid for the purchase of the invention 
outright 01; for the lease of instruments 
and apparatus. 


Captain Squire is at present in com- 


mand of the United States govern- 
ment's cable ship in Philippine waters. 


With the sine wave system of teleg- 


raphy from 1,000 to 5,000 and more 
words may be transmitted on a wire 
a minute. The same receiving instru- 
ments may be used with the sine wave 
transmitters that are now in vogue in 
cable offices—namely, a siphon re- 
corder. 
The sine wave can also be 


used on ' Wheatstone circuits, 
the 


Wheatstoae system until the discovery 
of the sine wave having generally been 
regarded the acme of perfection of 
rapid transmission. 


While the alternating current is at 


present used by the Postal and the 
Western Union Telegraph companie^ 
on many if not all of their circuits, the 
application of it to telegraphy is not 
quite regarded as a success, since the 
incessant buzzing, caused by the alter- 
nations of the current, in the receiving 
instruments is a constant annoyance 
to operators. Tbe sin* wave proclaims 
the first successful application of the 
alternat!!?g current to telegraphy and 
cablegraphy. 


The Crehore-Squire company obtain- 


ed the contract to equip the Alaskan 
cable with sine wave instruments from 
the contractors engaged by the United 
States government to lay the cable. 
The contract was not let direct by the 
government, and the Crehore-Squire 
contract Is called a subcontract.

government, however, as well as others 


j will watch the outcome with profound 


interest.

A LEPER GOVERNMENT. \ 


Victim* am Molokai to Have Their 


Oirm Municipality. 


As a result of an official trip to tho 


leper settlement on Molokai island, na- 
tive meiab»rs of the Honolulu legisla- 
ture announce their intention of givir? 
local self covernujent to the lepei-t 
They will receive the authority to con 
duct the settlement as they see fit. 


They propose that it be organized o 


the plan of a municipality. The lepui 
will elect a hourd of aldermen, a ma; 
or, a justice of the peace, police 01. . 
cers and all other officials necessary t 
running a miniature city. 


The management of the lepers h, 


been in the hands of an agent of ti 
board of health, who had complete PI 
pervision of the leper settlement, whk 
is on a peninsula, al>out six miles Ion 
and three miles wide, on the nortbei 
coast of Molokai island. 
General! 


tbe lepers have been satisfied wit. 
their life, but numerous complaint- 
were made recently to the legislativi 
committees about the scarcity of food 
and the details of management. 


The lepers were assured that by nest' 


July they will have entire management j 
themselves and can attend to every 
detail. Taro root, from which is man- 
ufactured poi, the most essential food 
for the lepers, will be raised in quanti- 
ty by the lepers after self government 
is inaugurated. Other supplies which 
cannot be raised on the island will be 
sent over by tbe board of health, which 
will still maintain practically an exec- 
utive supervision over the lepers. 


Lepers will take charge of these 


goods and will arrange for their dis- 
position to members of the settlement. 
There is scarcely a resident ip the set- 
tlement who is not terribly disfigured 
with tbe disease. 


One of tbe most prominent members 


of the settlement, who has lived there 
22 years, said he did not believe self 
government could be put into execu- 
tion, for there were not enougb well 
men to assume tbe reins of govern- 
ment. 
Those who were well enougb 


now were apt to become ill at any 
time. There are now about 900 lepers 
of both sexes in the settlement The 
movement meets with almost unani- 
mous approval from them. 


tareent Hotel In tbe World. 


L. B. Bailey, a well known hotel 


man of Chicago, will manage the lar- 
gest hotel eVer built in the world, 
uhich will be opened May 1 at the 
Pan-American exposition in Buffalo. 
Tbe hotel, which will be as large as 
five ordinary hostelries, will contain 
2,100 rooms, and it will require a force 
of more than 1,000 employees to run 
it. 
The Pan-American hotel in Buf- 


falo will be within a block of the eu- 
trance of the grounds of the exposi- 
tion, an& it will be three stories in 
height. It is the intention of Mr. Bai- 
ley to make it a model hotel in every 
respect, and on account of its vast size 
it will be run differently from any 
hotel in the country. The guests will 
be furnished with a ticket similar to a 
railway ticket, good for so many days 
at the* hotel, and the ticket will lie 
paid for in advance. Should the guest 
stay a shorter time than he expected 
the remaining portion of the ticket 
will be redeemed. Already 1,700 ap- 
plications have been received for rooms 
at the hotel.' Its total cost will be 
about $300,000.

VEGETABLES ''AND TYP"HO!D. 


Vegetable ChemUt Say* Gera»> Lark 


In Raw Gavdtat Truck. 


Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief cheml-st of 


the department of agriculture, bos for 
the last few yurs been making a thor- 
ough study of tbe close coauectioo be- 
tween typhoid and other germ dis- 
eases and tbe consumption of raw veg- 
etables and has come to tbe conclusion 
that to tbeir use when tbey are grown 
near large cities may often be traced 
the prevalence of these diseases at cer- 
tain seasons. His study of tbe matter 
has not only extended over many years, 
but to many foreign cities, cblef among 
them Paris and Berlin. In speaking 
of tbe matter be said: 


"I quite>agree witb Professor Gauldi, 


chief of tbe bureau of hygiene of 
liome, and otber eminent students of 
the subject, who trace typhoid fever 
more directly to the consumption of 
raw vegetables tban to any otber 
source. Of course the use of polluted 
water as well as a carelessly guarded 
milk supply are botb dangerous fac- 
tors, but do not account completely for 
the prcv-icnee of the disease, In locali- 
ties where these supplies are both 
closely watcbed and tbe sanitary con- 
ditions are beyond reproach. 


"Tbe cause of tbe danger In uncook- 


ed vegetables lies in tbe fact of truck 
gardeners near large cities depending 
often upon sewer waste, household 
refuse, street sweepings and other 
such matter as fertilizers for their 
fields. This is especially the case 


{ about Paris. Sucb a use of waste mat- 


ter for this purpose is particularly 
dangerous u contaminated with patho- 
genic germs, and tbis waste matter 
should in such cases, if used at all, be 
under the supervision of the board of 
health, and should be sterilized either 
by subjection to a high temperature 
or by tbe use of oil of vitriol in suffi- 
cient quantities to be germicidal." 


f 800 For a Paul Revere BelU 


Anybody witb $300 who wants a big 


church beU tbat bas rung out for over a 
century in Boston, and wbieb was cast 
by Paul Revere can have it by paying 
tbe money to the trustees of the First 
Methodist Episcopal churcb of tbat 
city. The bell is now stored in a leath- 
er warehouse oa South street awaiting 
a buyer. It has a history, for it used 
to summon tbe people of tbe old north 
end to- worship when it was the "court 
part" of tbe town. It was in tbe tower 
of tbe old First cburch and bears tbis 
Inscription: "The First cburch. Cast 
in Boston In 1792 by Paul Revere." 
When a second and later a third First 
cburch were built on Hanover street, 
the bell took Its place successively in 
the towers. 
At the time the First 


church r*oved to Berkeley and Marl- 
boro streets tbe bell went witb it. In 
1854 the church on Marlboro street waa 
torn down because of the widening of 
the street, and since then the bell bas 
been in the loft.

WAS SELLING IMPROPER BOOKS 


THE STRENUOUS LIFE 


Show '<Ruba" Turned Out a Whirlwind 


Another Deceptive Incident 


First Local Case Ever Brought by This 


Society. Something About Its work

Stands Watched 


The first case ever orouglit in this 


city by agents of the New England 
Watch and Ward society resulted in 
the arrest at the Boston & Maine sta- 
tion last evening of James M. Copeland 
of Troy. Copeland has been for some 
years an agent for the Union News 
company, traveling between here ana 
Troy. The charge against him is sell- 
ing obscene books and there are two 
complaints. Copeland pleaded not guilty 
in court this morning and will be sen- 
tenced March 30, to which time the case 
M'as continued. He was placed under 
bonds of $400, and a brother who came 
on from Troy said he though he could 
secure this amount. 


The complaint was made by Evan W. ! 


Davies, an' agent of the Watch and 
Ward society, forrnaly to the society 
for the suppression of vice. CompJaint 
was made to >-he society some days ago 
that illegal books were being sold on 
the train between here and Troy. O. B. 
Smith, a special agent of the society 
was sent out of to investigate. He 
found that the complaint was justified 
and made an appointment with Cope- 
land to meet him as he left his train 
in this city yesterday saying he wanted 
to buy certain books which he nlamed. 


Copeland and Smith therefore met at 


the station shortly after 
5 yesterday 


afternoon and Sm'th bought and paid 
for two books. Agent'Davies and Offi- 
cer Scully were ntearby, and at once ar 
rested Coneland. 


Copeland is 20 years old and has been 


a newsboy for about five years. He 
told Agent Davies that he had been 
selling this class of books for about 
two months only. The books were car- 
ried separately from his regular stock 
from the Untion News company, the boy 
carrying on this part of the business 
for his own profit. 
About a dozen of the class condemned 
were carried by Copeland in a sepaia'.e 
package from his regular stock. 


The offense is a serious one, the min- 


imum being a $100 fine, while the ma,x- 
imuru penalty is a $1000 fine and a two 
years jail sentence. It ^as until within 
a few years a states prison offense. 


The society which makes it its busi- 


ness to guard the morality of readers 
has never before appeared as complain- 
ant in this city, although its agents 
have been here at frequent intervals inl- 
specting the local book stores. Mr. Da- 
vies said last evening that he had nev- 
er found any cause to suspect that any 
illegal books were being sold iri North 
Adams.
